Estimated population increase 
in the United States will in time 
tend to solve some of the farmers’ 
surplus problems, in fact it is pos- 
sible that the nation may have to 
import farm products in the fu- 
ture, Ray McClain, National Farm 
Bureau leader of Visalia, told 
business men and farmers of the 
Porterville area at a chamber of 
commerce meeting at Gang Sue’s 
Monday.

lems, Mr. McLain said that a 31 
per cent loss in foreign markets 
has resulted in a great stock pile 
of cotton, wheat and other farm 
commodities and that the $6% 
billion allotted to the Commodity 
\Credit. Corporation to support 
‘farm prices will be used up by the 
‘end of the present fiscal year. 
He said that in viewing cur> 
jrent farm problems, approach 
)should not be pessimistic, but ra- 
lther realistic. He said that legis- 
llation passed the U. S. congress in 
/1954 may affect agriculture for 
‘many years to come, and that in 
considering the problem it must 
be recognized that agriculture, 
| industry and labor are inter-relat- 
‘ed to such an extent that if one 
‘falls, all fall. 
He said that U. S. surplusses 
'eannot be dumped on foreign mar- 
kets. 
put foreign nations on their feet 
‘so they can produce for them- 
\selves. If we dump our products 
on them now, we will ruin their 
economy after which we will prob- 
|ably again spend millions to get 
| them on their feet again.”

Grover L. Weathers, of Visalia, 
believes that the first automobile 
to be seen in Tulare County was a 
steam Locomobile, a two seater 
that was driven fo Visalia in 1898 
by Harry Brown. Brown was a 
New York capitalist who was look- 
ing for investments. Although he 
never lived in Tulare County he 
later purchased citrus property at 
Maranjo and visited here frequent- 
ly. He stayed, on his first trip, 
at the Palace Hotel, owned by the 
Sweets and managed by Dan Over- 
all.. Overall decided that he want- 
ed an automobile and bought the 
first one owned in Tulare County. 
It was a steamer but Weathers 
does not remember what make. 
C. E. Rowland confirms the date 
of 1898 as he recalls seeing the 
car before he joined the gold rush 
to Alaska that simmer.

bought ‘an automobile for its local 


buyer. C. B. Simmons. It was a 
single cylinder Knox with one 
seat. Bert Dingley brought the 
car to Visalia and_ stayed six 
weeks to teach Simmons to drive 
it and take care of it. The care 
and maintenance of a car in that 
day required quite a lot of time 
and Simmons did not have. the 
time or, maybe, the inclination to 
do it, so Grover Weathers got the 
job. He had studied 2 lot about 
electricity and being mechanically 
inclined he soon became capable 
of keeping the car in good order, 
especially the ignition, which was 
rather touchy on many early cars. 
He drove the McNier car for some- 
thing less than two years. It was 
kept in a shed built just south of 
the brick building on Church 
street now used by the Bradley 
law offices. Dan Overall liked this 
Knox so well that he bought one 
of them, disposing of his steam 
car. Mr. Weathers says that dur- 
ing the first year that he drove 


for McNier he covered most of the, of Paden’s Welding Shop.

The next cars were two single 
‘cylinder St. Louis’. One was

Visalia once had an automobile 
factory!

A shop was operated, in 
connection with the store, in 
charge of a mechanic named Mor- 
ton. Three automobiles were built 
in this shop before retiring in favor 
of growing Detroit: The bodies 
were built by Billy Thompson. 
The business was called Auto 
Hardware and Implement Com- 
pany and was located where the 
Ford Garage is today. That was 
about 1905. 

Weathers started a garage in 
1904 in a portion of a burned out 
livery stable at Court and Center 
diagonally opposite the Court 
House. He cared for some of the

_-— he says that it was an old 


wooden firetrap —.and the Home 
Garage had been started by George 
Ray at the west end of the block 
where the Post Office is now: and 
competition was rather severe. He 
went to work as a driver and me- 
chanic for Spalding. This took 
him about the county as Mr. Spald- 
ing had opened a number of lum- 
ber yards. Soon after starting 
work Mr. Weathers went to San 
Francisco with Mr. Spalding where 
they took delivery of a four cyl- 
inder Oldsmobile. 


The Olds was taken to Stockton 
by boat and then driven to Vi- 
salia. The road followed the rail- 
road as 99 does now but it didn’t 
amount to much between towns. 
On oné trip to San Francisco they 
left the road and drove for thirty 
miles through the Miller and Lux 
Ranch because that was a better 
route. 


Harry Sprague drove a two cyl- 
inder Rambler roadster for the 
Pacific Sugar Company that had | 
a plant where the Pacific Olive 
Company is now located. Later 
the sugar company had a four | 
cylinder Tourist. 


Henry White came to Visalia as 
driver for the Kecks. The fath- 
er and two sons operated the Har- 
rell Ranch north of Visalia on a 
lease. Another early driver who 
still lives in Visalia is Roy Paden 
He 
worked for Sussman Mitchell. 

Other early owners were Fred 
Hamilton and Frank Whittle who 


had Buick White Streaks, George 


Fleming with an Autocar and 
Adolph Sweet who had a Pierce 
Motorette and later a two cylinder 
Buick. But the classiest of all 
was owned by the Mt. Whitney 
Power Company. It was a Bix 
cylinder Oldsmobile Limited. It 
had a powerful engine and the 
wheels were forty-two inches high. 

Mr. Weathers recalls that one 
year there ‘was. great rivalry 
among drivers (and owners) in 
setting a record for driving to 
| Porterville. The road then was 
the ‘‘Fremont Trail’ that. ran 
rather directly from near Farm- 
ersville to Porterville. Somebody 
got the time down to a little over 
an hour. One day Mr. Spalding 
told Weathers that he had to be 
in Porterville in just an hour — 
and to pour on the gas. Young 
men of that day enjoyed speeding 
as much as they do now and while 
Spalding held on with both hands 
they rolled over the hog wallows 
and chuck holes to make it on 
time. There is no recollection 
that Spalding had any special en- 


gagement in Porterville — he had 
some sporting blood too! Shortly 
afterward someone made it in 


fifty minutes. And it was quite 
a feat. because there was little 
grading of roads and as yet very 
little oiling. As a consequence 
the roads were dusty and full of 
holes in dry weather and seas of 
mud in rainy weather. 

Another interesting phase of 
Mr. Weather’s experience with 
early autos had to do with selling 
Chalmers for which he had the 
agency from 1909 to 1913. Prac- 
tically all sales were for cash and 
he remembers that many times 
when he sold to ranchers that he 
was paid in gold and silver that 
was kept on the farm and which 
he would carry back to town in 
a sack. ;

1953 declined slightly from that 
of 1952, but still remained at a 
relatively high level.

that skins won’t be available in 
commercial quantities for about 
five years. The money’s to be 
made at present in the raising of 
breeding stock. 

And apparently there is a lot of 
money being made that way. For 
instance there is the success story 
of Clement J. De Chant of Man- 
hattan Beach, Calif. In 1946 he 
bought two pairs and two single 
males for $2,300, and by the end 
of 1962 he had sold 55 decendents 
for $51,320 and had a herd of 170 
left, which is valued at $100,000, 
reported the Journal. — 

Other than the high price paid 
for the original animals, little in- 
vestment is required for the rais- 
ing of chinchillas. Garages, barns 
or other buildings may be convert- 
ed for shelter, and feed costs only 
about $3 per animal per year. 

The smal] animals are fairly 
hardy, and not too susceptible to 
disease, and the National Chin- 
chilla Ranchers present buyers 
with a warranty unconditionally 
insuring their life for one year, 
as well as guaranteeing a litter 
within eight months. 


Estimates place the chinchilla | 


population of the U. S. at about 
220,000, and their aggregate value 
at around $80 million. All these 
animals are descendents of 11 
pairs of wild chinchillas trapped 
in the Chilean Andes and brought 
to this country in the mid-1920’s 
by Mathias F. Chapman, an Ameri- 
can miner.
